It has also 
been pointed out that we may be able to acquire a grant through Homeland Security for the 
purchase of a trailer and certain communications gear and associated equipment such as a 
generator. It is wise to point out that equipment purchased with grant money will probably 
initially belong to the Parish rather than the club. If this equipment ends up being purchased 
with grant money then a storage location will need be worked out with the Parish. There 
will also need to be a written agreement worked out between the Parish, the Club and 
ARES such that both the Club and ARES will be able to use the trailer and equipment. 
Again, I would like to ask Ed Roy to handle these issues. 

Jim and I drove to Mena, Arkansas September 9" thru 11" and attended the Mena Ham 
fest. We didn’t win anything, but had a great time. This past weekend (Sept. 16-19) we 
traveled to Little Rock, AR and attended the CAREN Hamfest. Didn't win anything there 
either, but had an interesting trip. 

It's exciting to see the participation in the Red and Blue Contact contest. It looks like it 
will be a close race. WAY TO GO TEAMS! Make sure you get your number of contacts to 
your Leader, either Charlie Morrison or Larry LeBlanc by the next meeting.

Programming Notes by Archie 
Hill WSAG - AARA VP 


We had some stimulating discus- 
sions concerning our AMOS van this past 
September 13™ and 27" on the 2 meter 
band after our AARA Monday Night Nets. 
I wish to thank Nick Pugh KSQXJ who 
handled the first on-air discussion and all 
those members who gave thoughtful com- 
ments and suggestions. Some of the main 
points included 1) vehicle mission, 2) in- 
surance, 3) club member time commit- 
ment, 4) mechanical limitations, 5) opera- 
tional limitations, 6) previous investment, 
and 7) available grants for emergency 
communications vehicles (to be under Par- 
ish authority and ownership). While some 
participants wished to retire AMOS, many 
were interested in maintaining AMOS in 
safe operating condition and making more 
use of AMOS at planned events. 

One possible new event is the Teche 
canoe race. I received a call from Bert 
Beyt W5ZR, who had been contacted by 
Ray Pellerin, asking for ham radio partici- 
pation in next year's "Tour de Teche" Ca- 
noe Race. Ray is in charge of planning the 
event which had its first run this past Sep- 
tember. The race drew 60 boats from 12 
states and one foreign country (Belize). 
There were 150 registrants including all 
those who assisted with planning and exe- 
cuting the event. The race begins in Porte 
Barre and ends 127 miles down stream in 
Patterson. Next year’s the race will begin 
on the first Friday in October and last for 
three days with daily "stages." We have 
been asked to assist by providing a com- 
munications center that will update an 
internet site showing real-time race posi- 
tions of boat crews. The communications 
center will receive radio updates from re- 
mote check points along the route. The 
communications center is scheduled to op- 
erate from 7 am until about midnight each 
day. Ray Pellerin will provide a talk on 
this subject at a future meeting next year. 

Future meeting programs include a 
discussion of low power (QRP) operation 
by Dave Redfearn N4ELM in November 
and I will give a talk on "Charcoal Making 
for Soil Amendment and Alternative Fuel" 
at our October meeting. I hope to make it 
interesting showing some actual trial runs 
of a charcoal retort that uses 55 gallon 
drums to make charcoal from biomass.

Jim NSNVP did not check in to give his report 
on getting a grant for monies and equipment for a new vehicle. The session lasted about one hour. Archie plans to 
have AMOS at the October meeting around 5:00 PM so anyone wanting a tour are welcome to show up. Those 
checking in on this session were: WS5AG, KFSCNU, W4JHC, KNS5GRK, K5VSH, KESRPI & WS5MLE, KFSENE, 
KESMWX, KDSJCT and KESKJD.

2 - 2 1/2 pound boneless beef chuck 1 cup chopped onion

Trim fat from roast. Cut roast to fit in crockery cooker, if necessary. Rub Cajun season- 
ing all over meat. In a large skillet brown meat on all sides in hot oil. 

In a 3-1/2 to 4-quart crockery cooker combine un-drained tomatoes, onion, celery, tapi- 
oca, and garlic. Place meat on top of vegetable mixture. 

Cover and cook on low-heat setting for 10 to 12 hours or on high-heat setting for 5 to 6 
hours. 

Slice meat; serve with sauce over rice. Makes 6 servings. 

Note: Look for Cajun seasoning in the spice section of your supermarket. Or, to make 
your own, mix together | to 1-1/2 teaspoons seasoned salt, 1/2 to 3/4 teaspoon ground red 
pepper, and 1/2 to 3/4 teaspoon ground black pepper. 

Make-Ahead Tip: This mildly spiced meat and sauce Os 
also make a delicious hot sandwich. Using two forks, shred SS r 
any leftover meat. Combine the shredded beef and remain- S&S 
ing sauce in a storage container; cover and freeze for up to & 
3 months. When ready to eat, thaw mixture overnight in’ 
the refrigerator. Pour into a saucepan and heat through. 
Serve on hard rolls with sliced tomato and sliced green on- 
ion.
